^ljJi■■|||||gPi6tated  that,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  extremely  rapid 
crossover  by  the  smaller  object  and  the  flashing  appearance  of  the 
larger  object,  he  v?ould  not  have  reported  the  si^^ting.  His  final 
decision  to  inake  the  report  came  only  after  he  heard  on  an  evening 
telecast  that  UFOs  had  recently  been  sighted  in  the  Los  Angeles  area. 
(SSD  in  Los  Angeles  had  no  reports  under  investigation  that  coiild 
possibly  be  related  to  this  sighting).

He  said  that  the  objects  could  well  have  been  an  escort  or  chase  air- 
craft in  company  v^ith  a larger  aircraft,  but  that  the  two  unusual 
factors  mentioned  above  left  him  with  some  doubt . As  far  as  I can 
determine,  no  one  in  the  area  had  a flight  of  this  nature,  although  the 
possibility  that  it  was  two  aircraft  cannot  be  ruled  out. 

Detachment  2d  Surveillance  Sq  (ADC),  was  queried  on  the  possibility 
that  the  sighting  may  have  been  a spacecraft,  satellite,  or  some  sort  of 
space  debris.  Their  computer  check  produced  negative  results,  although 
they  cautioned  that  this  didn't  automatically  rule  out  the  space  theory. 
The  input  data  may  vrell  have  been  outside  the  tolerance  limits  of  the 
COT^JUter . 

I feel  that  the  t’-'o  above  explanations  are  the  most  plausible.  The 
observer  agrees  -hat  either  of  these  may  '/ell  explainwh^  he  saw  if 
there  u'ere  an  aberration  of  scrnie  sort  involved,  . ^imi^  did  not  feel 
so  strongly  about  the  unusual  features  of  the  sighting  that  he  v.'ould  i'i,ile 
out  the  above  explanations.
